New Delhi. 29th November, 1991. 

G.S.R. 709 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (I) of Section 35 of the Indian Ports 
Act, 1908 (15 of 1908) and in supersession of all previous notifications on the subject, the Central Government 
hereby makes the following order, for regulating the levy of fees for Pilotage, Tug Assistance, Towage, Mooring 
and Other Services in the Port of Bombay, namely :— 
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ORDER 

1. Short title and commencement : 

(0 This order may be called the Port of Bombay Pilotage, Tug Assistance, Towage, Mooring and Othc 
Service Fees Order, 1991. 

(2) It shall some into force with effect from the date of notification in the Gazette of India 

2. Deftnlt'on : 

(i) In this order ‘Port’ means Port of Bombay. 

(if) “-Coasting vessel” means a vessel engaged in the carriage by sea of passeugers or goods from any port 
or place in India to any other Port or place in lindia. 

(ii) "Foreign going vessel” means a vessel employed, in trading between any Port or place in India and any 
other Port or place or between Ports or places outside India, 

3. Fees and charges for Pilotage, Tug Assistance, Towage, Mooring, etc. shall be as specified in Tables I to IV 

below : 

(i) Fees and charges for Pilotage, Tug Assistance, Towage, etc. on the gross registered tonnage of vessels 
including Govt, vessels or vessels h'red by Govt, but excluding (a) vessels/tankers normally proceeding 
to or from Jawahar Dweep or pir Pau and Indian and Foreign vessels of war shall be as specified in

(2) tor piloting a tug in tow of another barge or barges, charges at the above rates shall be levied on the 
aggregate Gross Registered Tonnage of the tug and the barge or barges in tow- 

(3) Vessels which come within the definition of “Coastal Vessels" and lor which regular berths have been 
provided by the Board of Trustees of the Pert of Bombay at the Dock Harbour Wall shall not be 
charged all inclusive rate when such vessels are piloted direct from their berths to the open sea or vice 
versa, by their licensed Masters. 

In all other eases the usual all inclusive rates shall be charged on such vessels. 

(4) For intercepting a veseel outside the Pilot Station but within the Port's limit at the request of the 
Masters/Owners or Agents of the vessels, a composite charge of Rs.1700 will be levied. 

(5) Shiftings from one berth to another berth or from berth to Dry Dock or vice versa in the same Dock 
will be allowed free of charge. Shifting from one berih to another at Jawahar Dwecp will also be 
allowed free of charge. 
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(6) For services, not specified in the above Tables and for towage of wrecks and derelict vessels, charges will 
be fixed by the Chairman. 

Explanations : 

(i) Indira Dock Channels : Indira Dock Channel is at a bearing of 3030 with true meridian. The- Channel 
is 2521 metres long, measures from Ballard Pier steps alongwith centre line of the channel. A length of 
609 metres measured along the centre line constitutes the entrance channel to the Dock and the remaining 
length of 2012 metres of the channel forms the Approach Channel to the Dock. 

(ii) Prince’s & Victoria Docks Channel : The Prince’s and Victoria Docks Channel is at a bearing of 2810 
with true meridian and is 975 metres long, measured from the Prince’s Dock Entrance Lock Gate along 
the centre line of the Channel. A length of 457 metres measured from Prince’s Dock along the centre 
line of the Channel constitutes the entrance channel and the remaining length of 518 metres of the 
channel forms the Approach channel to the Docks. 

(iii) The Ballard Pier and Ballard Pier Extension and Harbour Wall Indira Dock will be treated as part of 
the Indira Dock.

5. Attendance and Detention Fees for Master Pilots and Pilots—when a Master Pilot/Pilot is required to 
attend a vessel beyond the limits of the Port, in circumstances of unavoidable necessity, a separate fee of Rs. 200 
shall be charged for every 6 hours or part thereof from the time the vessel goes beyond the limits of the Port 
till the time the Pilot returns to Bombay. Moreover, the boarding and lodging and travelling expenses to which the 
Master Pilot or Pilot is entitled shall be recoverable from the Masters/Owners or Agents of the vessel at the rates 
to be fixed by the Chairman, from time to tune. 

NOTE : The coastal vessels shall be allowed rebate of 30% of charges as indicated above.
